In announcing Goody ear's plans.

no tires at all " He said 35 miles 
an hour was top speed for the tire 
made of reclaimed rub b er.

Some weeks ago the Office of 
Production 
M anagem ent, 
alarm ed 
a t the slowing down of scrap move­ 
ment, opened an intensive cam ­ 
paign to draw a supply from house­ 
holds, stores and plants.
